VATICAN CITY (CPI) — Giovanni Battista Cardi­ 
nal Montini was elected Pope Paul VI today, the 262nd 
supreme pontiff of the Roman Catholic Church. 
His coronation will take place 
June 30, the day President Ken* 
nedy arrives in Home. 
The 65-year-old Archbishop of 
Milan, a slight, dark-eyed prelate 
and noted intellectual, is known 
for his “liberal'* tendencies and 
was a favored candidate to suc­ 
ceed the late Pope John XXIII. 
The Sacred College of Cardinals 
chose the Communist-battling pre- 
M s io head the world’s half bu­ 
rn/’ Catholics on the second day 
or balloting in secret conclave in 
the fabled Sistine Chapel of the 
16th Century Vatican Palace. 
From the moment he pro­ 
nounced the traditional Latin “Ac­ 
cept©"—I accept—when he w as 
asked whether he would take on 
the honors and tribulations of the 
papacy offered him by vote of the 
80 cardinals in the conclave, Car-

At that instant he became, in 
the eyes of the church. “The 
Vicar of Jesus Christ, successor 
of the Prince of the Apostles, Pa­ 
triarch of the West and Primate 
of Italy, Archbishop and Metro­ 
politan of the Province of Rome 
and sovereign of the state of Vat­ 
ican City.’ 
The world first knew that Ca­ 
tholicism had a new Pope when 
a billow of white smoke gushed 
forth from the long, thin chimney 
atop the Sistine Chapel at 11:20 
a m. (6:20 a.m. EDT). 
The Vatican Radio, presumably 
informed by a newly installed 
electric light signal system be­ 
tween the chapel and its studios, 
confirmed the visible smoke sig­ 
nal with an official announcement 
a few minutes later. 
A crowd which swelled to 70,000 
and more gathered in St. Peter’s 
Square and responded to the news 
with wild cheers, applause and 
joyful laughter. 
Appeared sa Balcony 
Within an hour, after the new 
Pope received the obeisance of 
the cardinals and was garbed in 
the robes of bis high office. He 
appeared in gleaming white on 
the balcony outside the papal 
apartments overlooking St. Pe­ 
ter’s Square to make his first ap­ 
pearance. 


Up to that point, the world 
knew there was a new Pope. but 
did not know his name until Al­ 
fredo Cardinal Ottaviani, senior 
cardinal deacon, preceded him to 
the central balcony of St. Peter's 
Basilica to proclaim to the throng 
below in Latin: 


"I announce to you tiding of 
great joy, we have a Pope, the 
Most Eminent and Reverent Lord 
Giovanni Battista, cardinal of the 
Roman Catholic Church Montini. 
who assumed the name of Paul 
VI.” 


The vast crowd roared back 
with emotional cries of “Viva U 
Papa’’- “Long Live the Pope." 
But when Pope Paul VI ap­ 
peared, a great hush settled over 
the crowd and there was a sud-

BELGRADE. YUGOSLAVIA - 
Delayed — Marshal Tho, Yugo­ 
slavia's boss man. is well liked 
and, Indeed, beloved by Ms coun­ 
trymen. 
One of foe reasons for this is 
that ha finally 
liberated 
foe 
country during latter stages of 
World War H from foe grasp of 
foe Serbian Chebdks. 
The principal reason, however. 
is that under hie firm hand 
Yugoslavia has prospered and 
bas not been precisely foe police- 
style state ae art foe net of foe 
Communist "republics" E v e n 
now there ie little or no terrorism 
as such. 
Yet, despite their regard for 
Tito, foe people en aet amorally 


happy with foe bureaucrats who 
surround him and, if given a 
chance, they would no doubt kick 
foe rascals out. 
But h o w e v e r different the 
trademark of Yugoslavia's com­ 
munism, ifs still communism. So 
the people will never get the 
chance. 


There is no doubt, of course, that 
Tho baa been going bis own way 
since* bo broke away from foe 
Kremlin gang back in IMI. 
Yugoslavia is not in the War­ 
saw Pact. belongs to no bloc, is 
not a member of Khrushchev s 
Council for Economic Mutual As­ 
sistance (bls answer to Europe’s 
Common Market), and. indeed, 
claims not to be in Central Eu­ 
rope at all. 
Actually It Is more oriented to 


the West than it is to the East. 
Some 77 per cent of its trade 
is with the West and it happens 
to be one of America’s better 
customers — to the tune of ISO 
million a year. 
This all represents a rather 
complex 
Adding to foe 
rather contradictory phase of it 
is foe fact that while Tito blew 
foe whistle 
Rust ie for its 
butchery In Hungary In USO, he's 
been on excellent terms with the 
Kremlin since shortly after that 
unpleasant revolution which, ob­ 
servers soy, Khrushchev still sus­ 
pects be triggered.

Here are foe highlights of the 
agreement reached Thursday 
between the “big ll" basic steel 
producers and the U n i t e d 
Steelworkers union: 
—Enlargement of foe sav­ 
ings and vacation plan estab­ 
lished under the 1962 agree­ 
ment to provide for extended 
vacations under which 50 per 
cent of the 420,000 employes In­ 
volved would ba entitled to 13- 
weeks vacation e v e r y five 
years. 
—Improved insurance bene­ 
fits, increasing the maximum 
duration of hospitalisation pay­ 
ments from the present 120 
days to 365 days. 
—Revision and updating of 
job classification in accord­ 
ance w i t h recommendations 
made by the Human Relations 
Committee. 
—Provision that the agree­ 
ment remain in effect until 
terminated by either party up­ 
on 120 days notice but in no 
instance to be terminated be­ 
fore May I. 1965. 
—An experimental agreement 
covering foe employment of 
outside contractors, foe use of 
supervisors to perform jobs 
normally done by steel workers 
and

Gregory said he read foe new 
provisions at last night’s regular 
monthly meeting of the union and 
most of foe men seemed to think 
it was “a decent settlement." 
Wives of steelworkers who were 
contacted today were unanimous 
in their approval of the new con­ 
tract, even though it meant no 
pay increase. 
Mrs. Al Lupina of 3520 Carnar­ 
von St., West Bristol, said she 
was glad there would be no 
strike. 
"That's the important 
thing." Her husband has been 
with foe firm seven years and 
works in the sintering plant. 
“Quite Satisfied" 
“Mis. Boyd Lewis of 208 Brent­ 
wood Road, Fairless Hills, said 
she and her husband were “quite 
satisfied. 
“The fact there won’t be 
pay increase doesn’t bother me. 
What with constantly increasing 
prices, we never see It anyway. 
We’d just as soon have foe bene­ 
fits.'* Her husband works in foe 
opal hearth and has been with 
foe company IO years. 
Mrs. John Gaughn, whose hus­ 
band Is a 10-year veteran of 
Fairless Wor ks , also favored 
benefits over pay increases. 
“The increased benefits are 
most important, for they give a 
family a better sense of secur­ 
ity." Gaughn is in the rolling di­ 
vision and lives at 271 Collings­ 
wood Road, Fairless Hills. 
Emphasis aa Vacation 
Steel employes contacted, like 
foe wives, all favored the new 
contract. They laid particular em- 
basis on vacations and the in* 
creased opportunities fo remploy­ 
ment. 
'It'll provide more employment 
for foe younger men coming into 
foe steel industry." Ernest Men- 
hart, a blast furnace worker, said. 
Menhart has been with steel 17 
years and lives at 80 Kindle Lane, 
Kenwood, Levittown.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Ameri­ 
ca’s basic steel industry and the 
huge United Steelworkers Union 
today put finishing touches on a 
revolutionary new contract which 
insures nearly two more years 
labor peace. 
Climaxing six months of in­ 
formal negotiations, the parties 
announced agreement Thursday 
on a 21-month contract which fea­ 
tures a unique extended vacation 
plan the union says will create 
up to 25,000 new jobs in the in­ 
dustry. 
And for the second consecutive 
year the steelworkers passed up 
a straight wage increase for job 
security. 
The contract becomes effective 
Aug. I of this year. It can be 
reopened upon 120 days’ notice 
anytime after Jan. I, 1965, thus 
assuring labor peace in foe in­ 
dustry during th e presidential 
year of 1964. 
The union said contracts should 
be signal by next week. 
In Washington. White House 
Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
said 
President 
Kennedy 
was 
“gratified by the early agree­ 
ment in steel." He deferred 
"further comment. 
The vacation plan will become 
effective Jan. I, 1964, for half 
foe Industry's 423,000 workers. 
Under foe setup, workers at each 
of the respective “big ll" steel 
companies ranked on the upper 
50 per cent of foe seniority list 
will receive 13 weeks vacation 
every five years. This is in ad­ 
dition to their regular vacations.

The Pope’s voice broke slightly 
with emotion as he made the sign 
of the cross and invoked the 
blessing “In the name of the 
Father, of the Son and the Holy 
Ghost.

Montini is considered forward- 
l ooking and Vatican observers be­ 
lieved he would continue support­ 
ing the movements started by 
Pope John toward church re­ 
forms, Christian unity and im 
proved relations with the Commu 
nist governments. 


The big bronze bells of St. 
Peter’s Basilica tolled out the 
joyous news. 
As Pope Paul VI, Montini ap­ 
peared on the central balcony of 
the basilica for the first time in 
the white robes of pontiff at 12:22 
p.m. (7:22 a.m. EDT). 


Eighty of the 82 living cardinals 
had entered the conclave. One 
emerged a pope in the third 
round of voting. 
For the first time in his reign. 
the new leader of the world's half 
billion Catholics gave a stirring 
benediction “to the city and to 
the world.” A great roar (rf ap­ 
plause rose from the throngs 
after the benediction. 
Spotless in his white gowns 
draped with a richly embroidered 
stole. Pope Paul VI raised both 
his hands, palms faced towards 
his gravely etched face, in ack­ 
nowledgement of the cheers be­ 
fore the bendiction.

“Juveniles do not appear to be 
in real trouble with the law more 
than adults, the extent of the 
problem is not increasing out of 
proportion to the growth in popu­ 
lation and certainly does not in­ 
volve an alarming proportion of 
the total juvenile population,” 
Melchior said.

Regarded by his colleagues as 
unusually intelligent and com­ 
petent, Pope Paul VI has wide 
experience earned by 30 years 
with the Vatican secretariat of 
state and nine years as Arch­ 
bishop of Milan, a booming indus­ 
trial city. 
He has been active against the 
Communists in the Milan region, 
and the Reds consider him so 
‘dangerous” that they have tried 
to scare him with bombs. 
The new Pope was born in Con- 
cesio, a small hamlet north of 
Brescia, and is one of three 
brothers. He is the son of a cru­ 
sading lawyer and journalist who 
died many years ago. 
The family was well off, and 
the new Pope’s brothers chose 
law and medicine as careers. 
Brother Ludovico, the lawyer, is 
now a Christian Democratic sen­ 
ator, and Francesco is a surgeon 
at the Brescia Hospital. 
Giovanni Battista Montini was 
ordained a priest in May. 1920. 
He was named to his post in 
Milan on Nov. 3, 1954. 
He was not a cardinal when 
Pope Pius died, but he still was 
considered a top candidate to suc­ 
ceed him. He was made a prince 
of the church by Pope John in 
December, 1968. 
The new Pope is an austere 
man. but with a tremendous in­ 
terest in people and what he can 
do for them. 
While his election has been an­ 
ticipated by many observers in 
church circles, there was no car 
tainty that he or any other can 
didate would be named. The vote 
is solemn and secret, with the 
cardinals sealed off from the out 
side world until a decision is 
made. 
One of Paul's first tasks will be 
to decide whether to reconvene 
the 
Ecumenical 
Council. 
The 
council was suspended automat! 
colly when Pope John died. The 
iww pontiff is expected to carry 
on with the conference of Roman 
Catholic leaders from all over 
the world. 
The 
council 
was 
adjourned 
after one session last December. 
When he died. John was making 
preparations for reconvening it 
again in the fall.
